Thackery, specialist in south w est­ 
ern agriculture In the governm ent 
bureau of plant Industry, was in 
the valley last week in the special 
inuterest of date culture. 
Accompanied 
by 
F. W. W aite, 
county horticultural commissioner, 
and A. J. Shamil, Indio, specialist in 
eradication of date scale, Thackery 
visited the orchards of the entire 
valley, including the old date farm 
east of Heber where there are a few 
trees still standing. 
The prim ary object of the visit 
of Thackery and 
Shamil 
was 
to 
look It over with a view to locating 
at least six test plots for experi­ 
m ental purposes. 
The idea is to 
so locate these plots that all con­ 
ditions of soil and climate may be 
tested to discover the 
heist 
loca­ 
tions In the valley for date cul­ 
ture, as well as to find the varieties 
best adapted to this section. 
Ten or fifteen varieties are to be 
used in the experiment, the gov­ 
ernm ent to furnish the 
shoots 
to 
fanners, who will enter Into agree­ 
m ent to properly care for the or­ 
chards. 
The test will be from one 
to three acres in size, with 50 trees j 
set to the acre. 
The orchard will * 
of course belong for all tim e to the 
farm where the experim ent is car­ 
ried on. 
A complete check up is to bel 
made of all imported offshoots in 1 
the valley with a view of discover-; 
ing any scale th at may be detect-; 
ed on them and farm ers will per­ 
sist till every bit of this scale has 
been completely eradicated.

Service, United States Department

Agriculture, * constructed 
721 
miles of minor roads at a cost of 
$540,868 and 2,959 miles of trails 
at a cost of $519,429. 
Three hundred and eighty miles 
of major roads were constructed 
for the Forest Service by the Bu­ 
reau of Public Roads at a cost of 
$4,620,326. 
In addition 3,007 miles 
of major and minor projects were 
maintained at a cost of $187,162, 
of whioh $65,336 was secured from 
Jocal authorities. 
Forty-two hun­ 
dred and ninety-four miles of trails 
were maintained at a cost of $113,- 
683. 
This represents a total ex­ 
penditure for the construction of 
roads and trails during the year 
1921 of $6,456,694, which includes 
$2,163,522 
co-operative 
funds 
se­ 
cured from states and counties.

Illicit drug traffic, according to 
United States District Attorney Joe 
Burke, probably is the worst men 
ace confronting the boyhood and' 
girlhood of America today 
"This traffic/’ said Burke, sd-, 
dressing 125 members of Santa Ana 
Post No. ISI. American Legion. 
here, last night, 
"has 
spread to 
alarming proportions. I am free to 
confess that I had little conception 
of the magnitude of this evil until 
I assumed my duties 
as 
United 
States district attorney. 
Then my 
eyes were opened to the enormity 
of th* crim** cAtnmlriad by the 
drug peddlers.” 
Burke asserted that the effects 
of the drug traffic were far-reach­ 
ing, and cited Instances to prove 
his contention that high school pu­ 
pils have been the innocent victims 
of the drug ring. Seven high school 
boys, in a Southern California city 
, were fount* to be addicts, Burke 
sjiid, and thirty girls, between the 
a*e« of sixteen and twenty had 
been caught in the net. 
Girls Get Cocaine 
“These girls,’’ 
Burke 
declared, 
"informed federal workers that they 
secured cocaine and other narcot­ 
ics through the medium of a me* 
Benger service, and made It clear 
they could obtain drugs any time 
they wanted them.” 
Burke said the girls in question 
resided in, or near Fresno, but 
he did specify 
where 
the 
high 
school boys 
reside 
in 
Southern 
California. 
The district attorney said if the 
country is to be protected addi­ 
tional appropriations are necessary. 
He added that congress m a tt give 
this problem the most thoughtful 
consideration and 
provide 
ample 
funds to combat the menace. 
Bul the speaker pointed out, it 
is not the drug peddler himself who 
is at the root of the evil. 
"It is the man higher up that we 
must reach, if we are to stamp out 
this vicious practice,” Burke de­ 
clared, in discussing measures de 
signed to protect 
the 
boys and 
girls of the nation against narcot­ 
ics. 
Flays Higher-Ups 
’T hese scoundrels, the men of 
; wealth and power, 
who make It 
j possible for the despicable peddlers 
to ply their trade—they are the 
ones we must expose and prose­ 
cute, if we are to make any head­ 
way in our fight against this traf- 
fie. 
The drug 
peddler 
is fatal 
enough, in bls way, but he is mere­ 
ly a little cog In the big wheel.” 
District Attorney Burke also dis 
cussed the Wright 
and 
Volstead 
measures, explaining the details of 
the enforcement of the measures. 
Ha also described the work being 
done by his office in handling the* 
cases of disabled veterans.

SPEECH CLINIC PROPOSED 


As a part of its better speech training for pupils, 
one high school has established a clinic for all per­ 
sons whose speech is hampered not by ignorance of 
good English, hut by physical defects, nervousness, 
nasality and twang, foreign accent and other curable 
difficulties. 
This clinic is free lo the whole public. Voice and 
throat tests have already disclosed that in a majority 
of cases the defects could he corrected by speech 
education without medical aid. 
Some cases require 
surgical or dental attention. 
A great many of the 
difficulties are directly caused by mental or nervous 
disturbances. 
These are treated to relax muscle 
tenseness and to develop new habits of nerve control. 
General vitality, poise and mental control are em­ 
phasized. for they are very helpful 
to 
articulate, 
agreeable and effective speech. 
Patients who attend the clinic may have individual, 
confidential attention if they desire. 
Thorough ex­ 
amination. followed by expert advice and full instruc­ 
tions as to procedure are. frequently, enough to set 
the boy br girl on the road to improvement. 
Where 
acute cases demand systematic, scientific 
and 
ex­ 
tended care, that may be arranged for. 
Here is a practical service to the community which 
many schools could offer.

Her Walking Record 
Sa n D iego U nion 
Scientific research, aided by the pedometer, has 
discovered that 
the “average 
housewife” walks 
about eleven miles a day in the ordinary perform ­ 
ance of her household duties. 
Tile scientists, usually punctilious in definitions 
of their term s, do not explain what they mean by 
an “average housewife,” nor do they tell us why 
the "average housewife” was selected for their In­ 
vestigations. 
It is possible that the walking record of the 
housewife is only prelim inary to sim ilar inquiry re­ 
garding the mtles she walks at a bargain sale and 
the distances she travels from her kitchen to her 
garage. 
The scientists may also find out how far she walks 
on her favorite golf course: and this will lead natur­ 
ally to statistics of distances traversed by the tired 
businesj man over his golf course how far the house­ 
wife’s daughters run in their tennis courts, and the 
length of her sons’ promenades around their billiard 
and pool tables. 
The object of the scientific inquiry, no doubt, was 
with a view to offering suggestions as to how the 
housewife may lessen the labor of their households 
by 
eliminating 
unnecessary 
pedestrianism —using 
their brains to save their legs. 
Unquestionably it 
was a beneficent purpose, but we are puzzled to 
know why any intelligent housewife, or even one a 
little above the “average.’’ couldn’t figure it out and 
apply the remedy without the aid of science and the 
pedometer. 
Common sense is oftentim es an excel­ 
lent substitute for science, and as not all house- 
wives are learned in the sciences they are wholly 
dependent on their natural endowment in this re ­ 
gard. 
W hen they are tired they sit down; and 
when they have anything to do they haven’t time 
to count their steps. 
Therefore science wouldn’t 
help them in any event.
